4. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: claims starting 
with "I claim that" is not allowed, see MPEP 2173.05. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



5. 35 U.S.C. § 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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6. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101, because none of the claims are 
directed to statutory subject matter. Independent claims 1 and 2 deals with simple an 
abstract idea. A claim that recites a computer that solely calculates a mathematical 
formula or a computer disk that solely stores a mathematical formula is not directed to 
the type of statutory subject matter eligible for patent protection. The claims are not 
producing useful, concrete and tangible results. See Diehr, 450 U.S. at 186 and 
Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 71-72 (1972). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 15-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Lawrence (USPA Pub. 2005/0071328 A1 ) hereinafter Lawrence. 
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9. As per independent claim 1 , Lawrence teaches a search engine that utilizes user 
profiles and customize search results and a user profile comprises multiple items that 
characterize a user's search preference (page 1 , paragraph [0009]. Lawrence teaches 
the claimed, a new and unique process to pre-populate search suggestions within 
search results (Fig. 3, page 4, paragraph [0042 & 0044]). 

10. As per independent claim 2, Lawrence teaches a search engine that utilizes user 
profiles and customize search results and a user profile comprises multiple items that 
characterize a user's search preference (page 1 , paragraph [0009]. Lawrence teaches 
the claimed, an Intelli-Match technical process is a unique way of assisting consumers 
in searching the Internet (page 2, paragraph [0010-0011]).
